ofthis our Kingdome towards our Perſon, and that Right which we had to the ſucceſſion 

ofthis Crowne, hath ſo many wayes bene expzeſled, as we cannotchuſe but make it mant- 

keſt to them all by ſome publique declaration, how great a deſire it hath wꝛought in our 

heart to ſhew our gracious acceptation of their deuotion towards vs, whenſoeuer there 

ſhall be offered either occaſion oꝛ ſubiect, that may concerne their vniuerſallgood, Foꝛ 

<1 though it be true, that our Right was ſo aſſured, that whatſoeuer teſtimonie could thereof

'F untoby the Lawes of Bod and Nature they were bound: yet do we conkeſſe, that there is in the true rules ol Juftice from 

© the Soueraigne tothe Subiect, a recipꝛocall office andreſpect,which they are bound in honour and conſcience toobſerue, 

'F Theconlideratron whereof, hath moued vs to thinke of ſuch wayes, as fo2 the pꝛeſent did occurre vnto vs, wherein wee 

niht mae manifeſt to our people, how willing we are now, a will be ready hereafter.to be as foꝛward inrequiting their 

one, as they haue bin in expzeſſing it. Jn which conſideration while we were buſted, we were inloꝛmed that the Queene 

dur Differ deceaſed, finding ſome few peeres befoze her death, that ſome things had paſſed her hand at the impoꝛtunitie ot 

her ſeruants, whs ſhe was willing to reward with litle burden to her eſtate (otherwiſe by neceſſary occaſions erhauſted,) 

F which though they had and might haue foundation in Pzincely pꝛerogatiue, ret either by too large extending thereof, 02 

fo: the moſt part in reſpect that they were ol ſuch nature, as could hardly be put in vſe without hinderance to multitudes 

okpeople, oꝛ clſe committed to inferiour perſons, who in the execution therofdid ſo exceedingly abuſe the ſame, as they be⸗ 

- came intollerable: Had purpoſed to reuoke all Grants of that nature, and did beginne with ſome, which were held mot 

vniuſt, putting the reſt to the examination or her Lawes to ſtand oz fal, as in the conſtruction of Law they might conſiff,o2 

not. we, who though we had neuer had ſuch an example, were euer oppoſitein our owne nature to any thing that had 

F colour of oppꝛeſſion, holde it our part not onely carefully to perfect all her good intentions, but to ſtudy further by all 

| - goodmeanes, a with all expedition to put in pꝛactiſe all other courſes whereby a people ſo louing, ſo dutifull,end ſo deare 

vnto vs, may know and feele that we are as deſirous to make them happy by our Juſtice and grace towards them in all 

reaſonable things, as they haue bene ready to increaſe our comfozt and contentment in yeelding their loyalty and obe- 

dence towards our eſtablichment in thoſe Rights, which vnder God wee doe entoy, Therefoze we doe expꝛelly charge 

SF andcommand all perſons whatſocuer, That from hencefoozth they vtterly deſiſt and foꝛbeare to vſe oꝛ execute any ma⸗ 

nerot᷑ Charter 02 Graunt made by our late Siſter the Queene deceaſed, of any kind ot Monopolies, oꝛ of any power oz 

Licence to diſpence with, oꝛ diſcharge anymaner ofpenall Lawes (except ſuch Grants onely, as haue bene made to any 

Coꝛpoꝛation 02 Company of any Art oꝛ Myſterie, oꝛ foꝛ the maintenance oz enlargement of any trade of merchandize) vn⸗ 

tillſuch time as the ſame Charter oꝛ Grant ſhall be examined a allowed of by vs, with the aduiſe ol our Counſell,to bee fit; 

to be put in execution, without any pꝛeiudice to our louing Subiects. And where heretoloꝛe many haue bene greatly 

- pzeiudiced and delayed in ſuing foz their debts and other dueties by ſundzy kind of Pꝛotections, a by pꝛetence of other P21- 

uiledges and exemptiong: me charge and command, and our expꝛeſſe wil and pleaſure is, That no Pꝛotection, Pꝛiuiledge 

02exemption to delay any perſons Suite oꝛ Action, ſhall from hencetooꝛth be receiued oꝛ allowed in any our Courts oꝛ els 
where, which are oꝛ ſhall be contrary oz repugnant to the Lawes ofthis Realme. 

And furthermoze, we will nd command, that no aſſignements of Debts oꝛ Actions be made vnto vs by any that is, 02 
pzetendeth to bee indebted vnto vs, who is otherwiſe able and ſufficient by himſelfe, oꝛ by his Surettes,readily to pay the 
ſame Debt,no any aſſignement taken to our vſe of any Debt, other the tuch, as ſhal then appeare to be a iuſt a true Debt. 
And foz that wee are certainely inkoꝛmed of many great diloꝛders and abuſes, to the great griefe ol our louing Subiects

as well by Salt-petermen andſuch as haue oꝛ pꝛetend to haue Commiſſion and Authoꝛitie to make Salt peter, as alſo by 
ſundꝛie Purueyoꝛs and Takers of Carts and other pzouiſions foꝛ our vſe and ſeruice : Therefoze we doe expꝛelly charge 
and command, that the ſaid Salt petermen, Purueyozs a Takers, haue eſpeciall care to execute their Offices and Autho⸗ 
rities without any maner ok oppꝛeſſion, grieuance oz wzong to be done to any our louing Subiects. And ik they that 
haue the Commiſſions, ſhal abule the execution ofthem contrarie to this our declaration , me are pleaſed that ſuch, as 
ſhall be grieued therewith. ſhal reſozt to vs oꝛ our Councell with their complaints. And we doe alſo giue expꝛeſſe charge 
and commandement to all Lawyers, Atturnetes, Officers and Clarkes, ot and in any our Courts of Juſtice whatſoeuer, 
Eccleſiaſtical oꝛ Tempozal, that they noꝛ any oł them extoꝛt oꝛ take any vndue oꝛ exceſſiue fees, but ſuch onely as are al- 
lowed to be had oz taken in the ſame Courts , And to the ende that our pleaſure and commaundement may bee duely 
and effectually perfozmed. and obſerued in the pzemiſes : mee doe hereby notifie and declare, that whoſoeuer ſhall pꝛe⸗ 
ſume to bꝛeake oꝛ violatein any thing afozeſaid our Royall commandements, they ſhall thereby incurreour indignati⸗ 
on and diſpleaſure, And that vpon complaint andpzoofe thercofmade, we will not faile to pꝛoceede to ſuch ſeuere puniſh: 
ment againſt ſuch offenders accoꝛding to their demerits, as ſhalbe fit foꝛ ſo high andcontemptuous an offence, Theſe 
graces aboue ſpecified, as we doe pꝛeſently extend to our people, and doe intend others hercafter when we ſhal vnderſtand 
moꝛe particularly wherein we may yeelde them comkoꝛt: So becauſe things wel meant may in the maner ol the exe⸗ 
cution ot them be abuſed; and Complaints grounded vpon iuſt cauſes. may in the crauing ol remedie be accompanied with 
offenſiue pꝛoceedings, Me haue thought good to admoniſh our Subiects, that wee doe expect at their hands, that il in the 
things aboue ſpecified,o2 in any other wherwith they ſhal find themſeluez grieued which haue not yet come to our know⸗ 
ledge) they ſhall haue cauſe to ſeeke any thing at our hands, they ſhall fozbeare all afſembling and flocking together in 
*unultitudes, but ſhall in la wtull and decent maner without numbers, without clamoꝛ,. oꝛ any other kind ol diſoꝛder, reſoꝛt 
to vs oꝛ our Councell by way ot humble Petition; from whome they ſhall receiue ſuch anl were, as ſhal make manileſt the 
zeale we haue to the obſeruation of Juſtice, and maintenance ot their welfare, it their Complaints be iuſt. And on the o⸗ 
ther ſide, if we ſhal perceiue that their petitions ſhal ſauour ot humoꝛ, and tend onely to llaunder and calumniation, and in⸗ 
deed haue no other foundation but ſuch as often happeneth in vulgar people, vnder pꝛetence of ſeeking publike redzeſſes 
to vtter pꝛiuate malice: e would haue them vnderſtand hereby, that they ſhall not onely diſpleaſe vs therein, but finde 
that we hold it no leſle the Office of a Pꝛince to P2otect their Magiſtrates and Officers, and all publique perſons in their 
iuſt cauſes, then to giue redzelle to the vulgar ſoꝛt, when they haue indcede cauſe to complaine, againſt all perſong how 
great ſoeuer they be in rule oꝛ dignitie vnder vs: Reſeruing to our ſelfe the Right iuſtly appertaining to our Pzerogatiue, 
toꝛ that we would not haue it conceiued, that in doing theſe things out ot our Grace, we doe intend to renounce thoſe an- 
cient dueties and Pꝛiuiledges, which haue deſcended vpon vs with the ſucceſſion of our Kingdomes , And foz that 
we are info2med, that there hath bene heretofoze great neglect in this Kingdome of keeping the Sabbath dar: Foz bet- 
ter obſeruingof the ſame, and auoyding ot all impious pꝛophanation of it, we do ſtraightiy charge and commaund, chat 
noBeare-bayting,Bul-bayting, Enterludes, common Playes,o; other line diſsꝛdered oz vnlawful Exerciſes oz Paſlimes 
be frequented, kept 02 vſed, at any time hereafter vpon any Sabbath day.
